Years 
had nothing to do with age; the 
spirit within

age, ana a teacher should be forever 
young in spirit, admitting no real 
obstacle in the way of success; im- 
petuous in the effort toward better 
things or conditions; willing to 
make sacrifices for the right. The 
second vision must be that of joy in 
one's work and pride in one's pro- 
fession. Once having gained the de- 
sired goal of ability to see the world 
from the child's point of view, the 
teacher should find such joy in his 
or her work, and such pride in the 
profession of education, that it would 
be as hard tor him or her to keep 
from "talking shop." as for the live, 
successful business or 
professional 


man. The third and last vision was 
that of the incomparable opportumtj- 
given the teacher of doing a good 
piece of work. 
And the world had 


never offered such opportunities for 
this very thing- as at present. The 
only real excuse for our being on

Afternoon Session. 


Mr. Bennett opened the afternoon

The child, like the adult, in 


reading to him or herself, often loses 
the best interpretation of the subject 
matter, .but most of all he or she 
loses the joy that comes from sharing 
the pleasure in the reading with oth- 
ers and their 
appreciation of the 


story. The speaker thought that pos- 
sibly the voice 
of the reader, the 


facial expression, in fact the person- 
ality of the one reading aloud added 
much to what was read, but he al- 
ways came back to the added pleas- 
ure in sharing what 
one enjoyed 


reading, and the added insight into 
the author's meaning by the reading 
alond.

cold print the charm of this address 
as it would be to make the paper on 
which this article is printed, carry to 
the readers the glow and golden light 
of the noonday sun.
